Charge Exploded Prematurely in G. 
T. P. Construction Works

Aq fine a crop of wheat as one would 
desire to see was cut on the 10th of 
August on the English church mission 
farm. 

Lesser Slave Lake is the place for 
strawberries. Yesterday an <Indian 
strawberries. Yesterday an -Indian 
woman brought about two gallons of 
ripe berries into Mr. Harvey's of the 
H.B. Co. and said that many more 
could be gathered. 

Prairie River, the future hope of 
Lesser, Slave Lake country is busy har- 
vesting a magnificent crop of oats and 
barley and some wheat. As there are 
no mills yet in the country excspt a 
small one at the Roman Catholic Mis- 
sion, wheat is not extensively sown 
though next year a large increased 
increased acreage will be sown. Here 
oats will average close to 100 bushels 
per acre. This secion of the country 
is being rapidly and homesteads €spec- 
ially since the survey, which is being 
pushed forward by Mr. Selby ,D.LS. 

The vegetation, grass, peavine, etc. 
is so tall that in some parts al! that 
is seen of a horse passing through 
are his ears.

But for the low water in the Slave 
River we might have had a steamer 
plying on our lake water during this 
summer, but this will be a fact next 
season.

Mrs. Goodall and Mrs, Stonehouse 


were in the sixth passenger coach from 
the front. No one in their coach was 
hurt. The first Mrs. Goodall knew of 
the wreck was the crashing of glass 
and dishes and men jumping out of the 
windows. It was 7.30 in the morning 
and raining heavily. The women and 
children behaved with singular prese.1ce 
of mind and no confusion resulted. The 
men turned in to help at once. 

The rear baggage coach crushed into 
the first passenger coach and carried 
off every seat and burst the sice out 
and threw the inmates on the ground 
under the derbis. One man in the ill- 
fated coach saw the baggage smash in 
and he crouched on the floor and es- 
caped unhurt.

Inquiry at Selkirk Into Lake Winni- 
peg Wreck 


Selkirk, Man., Sept. 10.—The ad- 
journed inquest into the Princess dis- 
aster was resumed here tonight and 
a large number of witnesses were €x- 
‘amined. The boat sent out a fewdays 
ago to bring in a couple of the pas- 
sengers of the ill-fated boat met with 
a slight mishap and was obligel to 
come back here for repairs. Mr. and 
Mrs. Sinclair, the two passengers who 


are yet to reach Selkirx will be heard 
next Monday evening until which time 
Coroner. Inglis adjeurned the hearing. 

Nothing of a sensational character | 
came up in the evidence except when 
“irs. Hawes-~,wife of the late captain 
of the Princess stated under oath that 
her husband had remarked on differ- 
ent occasions that he was confident 
that the boat was not safe and he 
always feared to go to the north end 
of the lake in her. . 

Several of the witnesses had lately 
been employed on the Princess and 
when questioned as to whether they 
had made remarks reflecting on her 
seaworthiness no definite answers 
were obtained. They were howev2r, 
closely questioned by the coroner and 
jury. 

In adjourning the inquest Coroner 
Ingiis statei that he hoped to have 
Mrs. James Sinclair on tha stand next 
week. From her he expected to get 
the 
inquest for by all reports she gc%emed 
‘to be the only person in the disaster 


was crowdei to its capacity and the 
greatest interest is being taken in 
the investigation. 

Mrs. John Hawes, the widow of Cap- 
tain Hawes of the _ ill-fated Prin- 
cess, was the first witness called. Cap- 
tain Hawes always told her that the 
Princess was not fit to go to the 
north end of the lake, as she was not 
fit for the work. He never tried to 
get out of going as he was considered 
a brave man. The ozly reason her 
husband ever gave for his expression 
of opinion concerning the boat was 
that he was afraid she would go to 
p.eces. He made this remark a num- 
mer of times. Mrs. Hawes never made 
any objection to him going as she con- 
sidered her husbanda first class <ailor 
and she always thought h e could 
handle the boat if anyone could. Just 
before the fatal trip the captain made 
the same remark to his wife.

There was a great deal of 
wreckage in the water which impeded 
the progress of the lifeboat.” 

To the corener: ‘At 1 o'clock I did 
not know she was leaking, and at 2 
P clock, when I was awakened, she was 
full of water.” 

To a juror: “I heard the Icelandic 
girl cry out that she wanted to come 
across to where the others were get- 
ting into the boats, but there was no 
one to help her through the water.” 

Peter Juderson was the next witness. 
He was one of the passengers on the 
trip. He was asked to tell his story in 
his own words, but addressed himself 
to the coroner thus: “I will not tell 
anything except what I am asked.” A 
little persuasion, however, cecured a 
few voluntary statements from him 
and he told the ‘same story as the 
crew and passengers.

Captain Hugh Cochrane of Selkirk 
was called. He sailed on the Princess 
last year and considered her a good 
staunch boat.

At Fort 
Alexander she was on the rocks last 
summer. “I have heard also that she 
struck a coup‘e of times this year, but 
could not say definitely. I have seen 
(Lake Winnipeg as bad before,” de- 
clared the captain, “and think there 
was no danger for a good staunch 
boat. I knew Captain Hawes to be a 
good sailor and he knew) the lake weil. 
Inever heard him say that the Prin- 
cess was not a gaife boat.” 

John Leny ,a marine engineer, gave 
evidence as to the conditions of the 
Princess. ‘‘Her engines were powerful 
and well placed and when™I examined 
her a year ago they were in first class 
shape. I have sailed on her myself 
and never found her to be deficient in 
any way. Her pumps were sufficiently 
numeérous and usually in good condi- 
tion. Some of them worked by the 
engine and there were a number of 
hand pumps. 

Captain John Thorburn, captain of 
the City of Selkirk ,anda former cap- 
tain of the Princess told of her sea- 
worthiness. While he was on her she 
lost her shoe, but this was replaced 
and heconsidered that she was a good 
boat. — 

To a juror: “I pulled her off Black 
island this summer. I don’t think she 
was injured in this case as she was 
on the island and not on the rocks. On 
the City of Selkirk I often gave my 
men a drilling, getting the life boats 
ready so that thef would know what to 
dc in case of ani emergency.
